Every child begs and
scrapes and saves the centavos for
weeks and months abead. All kinds of
articles are made especlally for ﬂlll'
coremony, and every family vies with
its friends and neighbors to have is
pluata more beautiful and fanciful than
&ny one else’s,

The ploata Is really an earthenware
utenall which Is In general use for cook-
Ing. It Is called In common parlanee
an olla und I8 of brown pottery some-
thing like the old fashioned earthen-
ware crocks used in the north before
enamel ware became the fad,

The pluotas are large or small, as the
gurse of the purchaser permits. They
are round, pot bellled and very [arge at
the top.

A fower ploata ls decorated with

ver and gold tinsel, glass balls and col-
ored lights all belp to make the flower
pinata very beautiful. The possibilities
for dressing these plnatas are endless.
In & large family the mother and
daughbters have thelr own pnatas, and
great secrecy ix maintained in the dec-
oration of the olla. It lu the alm of
ench to devise as original a dreasing
for the pluata as possible, and it ean
be made & very extravagant ornament,
In the familles of wealthy Mexicans
the luxury of the plnata often mounts
Into thousands.

After the olla ls decorated to the tasta
it is dlled. The filling consists of pea-
nuts, basel nuts, hard candles, like
marbles, and all kinds of Mexican
dulces. These dulces are candled fruits,
nut paste, ete.

Christmas night the pinatas are car
ried In great siate into the sala and
nuspended from the celling one at a
time. All the reiatives of the family
are present, and as cousins of the Aftk
and eixth degree are recognised and
children are very numerous there ia
generally a large gathering. They all
sit very demurely on chairs ranged in
& row around the walls of the room.

One person s constituted master of
ceremonies, the eldest son or daughter
of the house. He or she stands in the
middle of the room. Near by Is a jar
or umbrella stand filled with aplsaco
canes or sticks.
